Mr. Roehrig, Mr. Adams .Members  of  the  Sandy  Island  Committee  and  of  the  Camping  Board: 

Gentlemen : 

This  report  high-lights  the  following  closely  related  developments  of  1938: 

(1)  An  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  innon-capital  outlay  for  the  third 
successive  season, and  in  spite  of  a 'depression  year'; 

(2)  The  status  of  two  current  funds,--  the  Building  Fund  and  the  Chair  and  Table 
Fund, the  latter  a camper-criginated  scheme; 

(3)  Building  developments  in  relation  to  the  program  adopted  by  the  Committee  and 
the  Board  in  1937-38; 

(4)  Attendance  trends  --  upward  in  Family  Camp , stationary  in  Men's  Camp, away  from 
YMCA  membership; 

(5)  Some  program  and  promotional  problems  and  the  Jewish  quota  problem. 

I.  FINANCIAL  STATUS  AND  OBSERVATIONS. 

A.  THE  REGULAR  BUDGET.  As  of  September  1,1938, receipts  for  the  current  season 
totalled  about  §10,500  as  against  expenditures  of  09, 700, wi thou t outstanding  ob- 
ligations and  collectibel  accounts  not  greatly  altering  this  §800-  surplus. 

The  Sandy  Island  budget , exclusive  of  capital  outlays, is  adopted  on  the  basis  of 
receipts  of  the  previous  season, a financial  policy  which  may  be  questioned.  It  might 
be  better  to  determine  the  1939  budget, for  example, on  the  estimated  needs  for  1939 
rather  than  on  1938  income.  The  point  may  be  a moot  one, however, since  in  practice  I 
have  endeavored  to  live  within  current  income  as  well  as  within  whatever  budget  is 
predetermined. 

Thus, in  1938  the  budget  permitted  expenditures  of  about  §11, 000  on  the  basis  of 
that  income  in  1937.  But  it  became  apparent  early  in  July  that  income  would  be  less 
so  certain  entrenchments  were  made. 

The  net  expenditures  of  §9,7oo  includes  the  §1000  charged  to  "supervision"  in 
the  Boston  Office, a figure  which  both  the  1936  and  1937  reports  called  to  ycur  at- 
tention as  being  subject  to  investigation  with  a view  either  to  establishing  once 
and  for  all  its  fairness  or  determining  some  JL  irer  basis  of  assessment.  My  personal 
feeling  is  that  a 5^  assessment  on  total  income, taken  at  the  close  of  each  season, 
would  be  a fairer  overhead  charge.  (See  also  section  III  C of  this  report.) 

The  $9,700  expended  includes  also  addtions  to  camp  eouipments  and  replacements 
which  should  have  been  spread  over  a period  of  years  but  which  were  concentrated  into

All  of  these  were  absorbed  in  the  1938  budget. 

Only  three  of  the  18  items  of  the  budget  were  exceeded:  staff  wages  (§67  over), 
travel  expenses  (§28  over), and  kitchen  equipment  and  supplies  (§loo  over).  The  surplus 
is  staff  wages  was  brought  about  by  engaging  Mr. Pease  as  porperty  custodian  from 
April  15  to  October  15  on  a $5o  per  month  basis  and  by  distribution  of  abcut  §5o  in 
bonuses  to  the  staff  upon  decamping.  I would  justify  this  on  the  basis  that, hired  for 
§25-45  for  the  ten-week  period  the  young  men  on  the  staff  worked  overtime  and  hard  on 
work  entailed  by  the  new  dining  hall , espec ially  moviilg  some  forty  logs  which  were  sold 
to  the  Diamond  Match  Company.  I further  propose, with  permission  of  the  Committee, to 


distribute  another  sum. not  to  exceed  *76. to  certain  loyal  staff  members, not  in- 
eluding  myself .about  Christmas  time  this  year. 

tvip  curnlus  in  staff  travel  expenses  was  incurred  by  my  agreeing  to  pay  the 
t ravelI * * * *  6 expen se s o?  three  New  York  staff  members, a policy  which  I do  not  intend  to 
r great.  In  the  kitchen, the  wisdom  of  considerable  new  equipment  and  x,he  adam-.on 
cost  of  oil  over  coal  accounted  for  the  surplus  expenditure. 

B HATES  In  anticipation  of  rising  commodity  prices  and  in  recognition  that  the 
vounfmi®  « in  bun  *15.00  per  week  constitute  the  group  which  uses  equipment 
the  hardest .and  in  deference  to  the  actual  costs  of  a conservative  expansion  , ro- 
gram.I  recommend  herewith  thatthe  rate  for  all  men  be  $17. oo  per  week  in  sub- 

ject to  the  same  rebates  in  in  1937  and  1938.  No  rate  changes  are  recommended  for 

the  family  camp  period. 

C.  THE  BUILDING  FUND  has  not, contrary  to  our  hopes, elicited  any  broad 

campers.  A tot&k  of  under  §300.00  has  actually  been  received, over  $10°  of  v^ch  came 

from  our  suggestion  that  men  in  camp  leave  their  bedding  deposits  for  this  fu.a . 

In  general  it  is  not  the  young  athletic  type  who  accepted  this  suggest ion, and  my 
feeline  is  that  this  constitutes  an  additional  reason  for  increasing  the  r&.e  to 
thr  vouneer  man  from  §15  to  §17.  Lmprovement  of  certain  basic  accomodations  hous-ng 
and  bedding)  will  undoubtedly  attract  to  camp  a class  of  young  men  better  able, perhaps 
and  more  willing  to  support  this  fund. 

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  mid-summer  meeting  of  the  Sandy  island  Committe 
at  camp  (July  28, 1958), the  old  Sandy  Island  register .covering  the  years  - . 

was  brought  to  camp  and  old-timers  were  asked  to  thumb  its  pages  pnecking  hny  men 
who  mirht  be  expected  to  contribute  to  this  fund.  The  several  who  did  so 
that  individuals  whom  they  remembered  had  long  since  disappeared  from  the  scene  and 
the  task  was  futile.  It  is  hence  recommenddd  that  this  line  of  attack  be  dropped, ex- 
cept^as^ individuals  who  care  to  pursue  it  cau  be  founded  that  all  responsible 
parties  undertake  to  solicit  direct  contributions  to  the  Fund  from  any  and  al 
sources. 

A considerable  increment  to  this  fund  should  be  realized  when  Miss  Halvorsen, 
camp  office  secretary, bills  pledgees  for  the  amounts  promised  last  winter.  Phe 
agreed  to  do  this  during  September. 

In  fas  sing  .many  campers  expressed  fim  conviction  that  appeals  for  funds.ex- 
cept  for  immediately  realizable  and  specific  purposes.be  omitted  from  mid-winter 
cairn.:  reunions. 

D.  THL  CHAIR  AND  TABLE  FUL'D  (at  present  $2ol.69)  was  proposed  in  Town  Meeting  on 
Julv  29,1938  bv  "Senator"  Noonan  and  enthusiastic  support  was  given  to. his  plan 
for" §5.oo  contributions  from  willing  campers  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  individua 
chairs  and  cirm  lar  tables  for  the  new  dining  hail, each  chair  to  be  suitable  in- 
scribed  with  the  donor's  name  and  to  cost  less  the  five  dollars, the  difference  oeing 
a- plied  to  the  purchase  of  the  tables.  This  appeal  proved  both  tangible  and  specific 

I propose  personally, in  response  to  camper  request, to  see  this  through  to  com- 

pletion before  camp  opens  in  1939.  May  I suggest  in  passing  that  five-do  liar  con- 

tributions will  be  welcome  from  yourselves.  The  chairs  and  tables  will  add  very 

materially  both  of  comfort  and  appearance  s in  the  fine  new  dining  ha-1  and  wi  1, 

believe .more  than  pay  for  themselves  in  terms  of  drawing  power  for  new  and  desirable 

campers . 
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III.  THE  EXPANSION  PROGRAM  AND  ITS  1933-1939  DEVELOPMENT. 

A.  RnoAi  ITULr.TI  Adopted, Dec • 9 , IE  -..7,ws.s  the  iollowing  building  schedule  for  realiza- 
tion this  season:  (l)  Remodelling  or  replacement  of  Alhambra 

(2)  Building  four  new  cabins 

(o)  Equipment  renewals  (as  previously  listed) 

(4)  New  sanitaria s ' 

(5)  Additional  power  equipment 

B.  CURRENT  STATUS  AND  NEEDS. 

(l)  THE  NEVt  DINING  HALL  (cost  o95oo  to  date)  will  meet  the  camp  needs  for  many  years 
to  come.  Its  inadequacies  have  been  discovered  and  can  be  remedied  without  trreat  ex- 
pense. Principal  shortcoming  was  failure  to  provide  for  heat  removal  and  for  sufficient 
light.  By  cutting  a hole  in  the  roof  a temporary  solution  to  both  problems  was  effected. 
■'  peyroanent  sky-light  and  vent  must  be  built  in  1939.  A rearrangement  of  smoke  vents  and 
provision  of  larger  ilues  will  also  help  greatly  and  actually  reduce  fuel  coots; salvaged 
material  from  the  old  dining  hall  can  be  usee.  Probable  total  cast  of  all  changes : $25o . 
The  other  pressing  need, --respectable  dining  room  furniture  — ,is  also  invreess  of  so- 
lution as  previously  Endicsfc  ea. 

Wca'iiS'e  " ' i^e  :>our  new  datois  called  flor  last  year  we  re  not  fbrthcanrg 

because  of  the  decision  to  spend  a much  larger  sum  than  originally  intended  on  the 
new  dining  hall.  Tfith  two  discarded  tents, the  need  for  new  cabins  is  hence  doubly 
emphasized  for  1959. 

The  razing  of  the  old  dining  ha  11  ,obta ining  beams  , bricks , a nd  floor  and  roof  sections 
suitable  for  new  cabins  is  already  in  process.  It  has  been  found  next  to  impossible  to 
reaove  the  old  siding  without  splinter ing , so  that  new  siding , hardware , some  finish  and 
some  roofing, plus  founda t ions , will  have  to  be  provided.  It  should  dtill  be  possible  to 
have  four  of  these  constructed  at  a net  cost  of  $looo  and  the  letting  of  a contract  for 
this  building  to  take  place  this  fall  and  next  spring  is  urgently  recommended . 

(5)  0 h&R  NEW  BUILDING.  Razing  the  old  cos  1-  ,oil- ,oa  int-  a nd  tractor-sheds  was  effected 
during  the  season  and  a new  tractor  and  paint  house  constructed  btf  salvaged  materials. 

Originally  intended , a ccording  to  the  comprehensive  nlan  developed  by  Olmstead  Bros, 
for  the  Camping  Board.was  an  arts  and  crafts  shop  to  be  situated  some  distance  from 
present  buildings.  It  now  becomes  apparent  that  at  surprisingl  • smallcost  the  ptd  ice- 
house and  tool-shed  could  be  remodellediinto  a fine  arts  and  crafts  building  at  very 
slight  cost  (for  novelty  9iding  consistent  with  the  present  Lodge  and  new  dining  hall) 
the  work  being  undertaken  by  the  staff  and  by  camoer  volunteers  during  the  1959  season. 

(4)  NEW  EQUIPMENT.  As  previously  noted , equipment  reolacements  snd  renewals  to  the  tune 
of  about  frlooo  were  effected  in  1953  and  absorbed  in  the  regular  budget.  This  replace- 
ment must  be  continued ,princioally  in  beds  and  bedding  and  rebuilding  the  ball  field. 

The  committee  should  also  consider  the  advisability  of  purcha sing  the  following 
equipment: 

(1)  A SAILBOAT  (2225)  (See  separate  report  on  f e accident  to  the  converted 
dory, our  onl,r  sailing  equipment)  V/e  have  had  two  typea  of  sailboat  demonstrated  at 
camp  this  summer  and  I have  visited  a boat  yard  and  a yacht  club  to  see  other  t^pes . 

The  type  I feel  we  should  have  is  manufactured  by  the  Lawley  vard  and  ha  s a 500-pound 
keel  which  is  so  consfructed  as  to  add  but  four  inches  to  the  b«t*s  r'rsw,a  factor  of 
great  importance  in  Lake  Uinnepesaukee . 

(2)  A BEACH-  AGON  ($9^0)  For  hikes  and  for  regular  Monday  trips  to  town, as 
well  as  for  mid-week  emergency  use  we  have  had  to  use  either  my  automobile  or  my 
associate's.  V/e  have  ha d , moreover  many  times  to  cancel  hikes  because  nti  her  XKXJttfcsxm 
program  demands  were  such  that  neither  Mr.  Vilson  nor  myself  could  spare  the  time  to 
take  our  cars.  Also, the  number  wanting  hike  being  from  six  to  ten  people  it  seemed 
wasteful  and  costly  to  have  to  use  two  cars  when  one  would  have  done  the  trick.  Also, 

I have  some  objection  to  using 
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I have  some  objection  to  the  continual  use  of  my  automobile  for  ransporting  supplies 
and  have  several  upholste^'  marks  to  remind  me  of  this  use  to  which  the  car  has  been 
put.  Also, I had  frequently  on  Mondays  to  have  sent  out  by  mail  boat  ,8 1 current  ex- 
press charges  .supplies  which  could  have  been  brought  by  myself  with  a suitable  con- 
veyance. I am  further  aware  t at  there  is  hardly  a camp  which  does  not  possess  its 
own  bus-truck  for  these  purposes.  We  have  on  file  a detailed  plan  for  a convertible 
bus-truck  designd  by  Mr. Harper  who  was  on  o tr  staff  two  years  ago  and  which  the 
committee  should, in  all  "a irness, consider  in  relation  to  my  recommendation  of  a new 
beach  wagon  in  1959. 

(5)  A SPr^DBQAT  ($300)  of  the  type  used  by  the  State  Game  Commissioner  on  hhe  Lake 
and  to  be  seen  at  the  Sportsman's  Show  in  Boston  this  winter ,a  serviceable  broad- 
beamed  boat  designed  Bor  eight  persons  by  the  McDuff  Machine  Corp.of  Lakeport ,8 nd 
supposedly  eliminating  many  of  the  disadvantages  of  the  ordinary  and  higher-powered 
and  higher-priced  sport  boats.  Our  uses  for  such  a craft  are  as  follows:  (l)  to  taxi 
(at  25  cents  per  person)  ca  :pers  arr  ' ving  via  automobile  and  long  Island;  (2)  to  taxi 
(at  25  or  5o  cents  per  person)  small  hiking  groups  to  Long  Island  and  other  points; 

(5)  for  emergency  use  in  case  of  accidents  necessitating  getting  people  to  hospitals; 
(4)  to  give  campers  speed-boat  rides  (at  camper  expense).  Our  motor  boat  equipment 
consists  of  two  boats:  the  launch  "Gandy"  which  serves  as  a supplyboat  and  accomodates 
fifty  persons  , now  used  once  a week  on  supply  trips, once  each  Sunday  to  take  ca  mpers 
to  the  Weirs  for  church  and  to  meet  trains, and  occasionally  during  the  week  for  hikes, 
dance-trips, hiker  transportation;  and  a small  Sea-Sled  of  doubtful  efficiency  now 
used  to  bring  two  bo  four  passengers  (according  to  weather  and  luggage)  from  Long 
Islscnd  to  camp  and  by  myself  on  th  regular  Monday  bank  trip.  A speedboat  of  the 
type  mentioned  would  serve  many  purposes  and  not  be  used  for  campers  without  pro- 
ducing revenue. 

(4)  NEW  SANITARY  ARRANGEMENTS.  A new  Xaustine  septic  tank  was  purcha  sed  ,bboug)it  to 
camp,and  placed  in  position  in  readiness  for  constructing  the  suoerstructure  this 
fall.  Esti  ated  cost ; something  less  than  $5°°* 

(5)  A~DI€XQNAL  POWER.  The  necessity  of  running  the  Kohler  electric  generator  all  day 
to  provide  suitable  light  in  the  kitchen  eventually  wore  out  the  electric  plant  so 
that  for  two  days  and  nights  we  were  without  power  on  the  island.  Another  recondi- 
tioned Kohl9r  was  purcha  s-d  and  installed  which  served  us  well  the  duration  of  the 
season  except  on  two  occasions  when  it  was  necessary  to  have  all  our  electrical 
equipment , totalling  2490  watts,  in  use.  r"he  machine  ebing  a 2009-watt  generator  was 
thu9  overloaded.  It  is  therefore  recommended  hat  a supplementary  1000-watt  generator 
be  installed  in  the  present  pump-house  and  that  it  be  used  solely  for  pumping  water, 
with  a hook-up  to  enable  it  to  take  the  lighting  load  in  an  emergence. 


III.  PROMOTION  AND  PUBLICITY 

A.  TiiE  MODEL  OF  CAMP  and  its  use.  It  will  be  difficult  for  some  time  to  show 

whether  the  model  of  Sandy  which  cost  $299  and  which  costs  upwards  of  to 

move  justifies  its  cost.  Exhibiting  at  the  North  Staion  for  three  weeks  this  spring 
elicited  many  inquiries  but  only  two  campers.  If  space  can  similarly  be  obtained  at 
the  South  Station  another  such  showing  mi  ht  be  wise.  But  packing  and  setting  up  the 
exhibithas  prov  d to  be  more  of  a chore  and  to  cost  more  th 'n  anticipated. 

B.  1 TION  PICTURES  were  to  have  been  taken  this  season  during  both  Men1  s Camp  and 
Family  Camp, but  only  the  latter  materialized  owing  to  a misunderstanding  on  the  size 
of  camera  t at  was  desired.  Thanks  to  many  campers  we  have  a new  set  of  3x12  photos 
many  snapshots  suitable  for  publicity  work  and  J00  feet  of  color  film,  'Hie  latter  is, 

I feel , our  most  effective  promotional  material  aside  from  the  folders, and  should, after 
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some  editing, be  used  as  widely  as  possible  with  small  and  large  groupds. 

My  suggestion  that  the  Camping  Board  purchase  motion  picture  equipment 
for  use  in  abl  the  camps  was  apparently  not  favorably  received. 

For  19^3  I suggest  we  attempt  once  more  to  obtain  some  good  color  film 
of  men' 8 camp.  Dan  Wargalis,who  took  the  19/6  pictures, has  camera  equipment 
and  it  may  seem  wise  to  offer  Mr.  '/argalis  a free  week  or  two  at  camp  providing 
him  with  about  800  feet  of  color  film. 


C.  CORDI NATION  IN  THE  BOSTON  0TFICE.  Most  disappointing  has  been  the  frequent 
and  strong  exception  ta  en  by  many  campers  to  methods  of  a chnowledgement  of 
correspondence  and  contributions  in  the  Boston  Office,  "his  criticism  has  not 
b en  malicious  and  the  point, Isom  the  angle  of  administration  is  this:  if 
Sandy  Island  is  to  be  charged  $1000, or  any  ot- er  figure, for  space  sccupi:  d and 
services  rendered  in  the  Boston  Office, this  service  must  be  prompt ,effic ient , 
and  courteous,  ore  then  one  camper  has  said  in  effect  that  if  he  had  not  realized 
how  busy  the  Boston  office  must  be  he  would  have  shifted  his  allegiance  to  some 
other  camp  rather  than  pen  the  several  letters  which  were  necessary  for  him  to 
write  in  order  to  get  direct  questions  answered. 

If  the  problem  of  mailing  circular  material  is  too  great  for  the  Boston 
office  to  handle, I should  be  empowered  to  hire  at  my  home  secretarial  help 
which  will  get  the  work  done  promptly. 

At  least, the  interests  of  Sandy  should  not  be  jeopardized  b neglect 
a nywhere .

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IV.  ATTENDANCE  PROBLEMS 

(1)  1939  CAMP  SEASON.  It  is  herewith  recommended  that  ,fen's  Camp  run  from 
Saturday, July  1,1959  to  Sa turday .August  12;  and  that  Family  and  Co-ed 
Camp  run  from  Sunday  .August  15  to  Sunday  .August  27. 

(2)  THE  YMCA  MEMBER  AT  SANDY.  Of  Sandy's  4l4  ca  mpers  ,181  or  45.7%  were  YMCA 
members  , lea  ving  56.5%  not  members.  59  campers  (l4.5%)  were  members  of  the 
Boston  Y, while  the  New  York  YSs  accounted  for  85  campers  (20.0%). 

This  points  plainly  to  the  wide  appeal  of  the  camp  and  points  that  in 
our  publicity  to  other  associations  we  can  indicate  that, in  spite  of  Boston 
Y sponsorship, Sandy  Island  is  designed  for  their  associations  as  well. 

In  view  of  the  possibility  evident  early  in  July  t'~at  we  might  not  m -et 
expenses  this  sea  son, the  10%  quota  restrictions  uoon  Jewish  campers  was  tem- 
porarily removed  and  later  restored.  No  Jews  attended  Family  Camp, but  49 
(l6.1%  of  the  men's  camp  at  tendance , but  11.8%  of  the  season's  attendance) 

Jews  did  attend  Sandy. 

It  may  be  simply  a sign  of  the  times  that  the  feeling  aga'.nst  the  Jewish 
camper  in  a Christian  camp  is  obvious.  However , until  the  camp's  program  and 
facilities  are  such  a s to  draw  a sufficient  number  of  Christian  men  to  meet 
the  camp' 8 expenses.it  will  probBblv  be  necessary  to  include  Jewish  campers. 
Individually  I do  not  hesitate  to  say  t^at  the  Jewish  camper  is  superior  n 
c copers t iveness  and  recognition  of  the  rights  of  other  campers  to  the  average 
"Christian"  we  are  attracting.  Collectively , however .they  constitute  a problem 
which  we  must  face  because  co  lectively  thev  drive  away  the  type  of  Christian 
camper  we  want  to  attract.  I recommend  that  commencing  in  1959  we  permit  as 
campers  only  those  Je  vs  who  have  previously  attended  camp  and  met  with  our 
approval, and  so  inform  our  Jewish  camper-  by  a special  letter  addressed  to 
them  and  bearing  our  joint  approval. 

V. PROGRAM.  The  camp  program  .determined  each  week  at  Town  Meeting  by  the  ca  -pers 
with  the  guidance  of  Mr  .Wilson  and  myself , continues  to  be  predominantly 
athletic  but  with  less  Bxpk&sli  pressure  than  ever  upon  campers  to  participate 
in  those  act  vities  for  which  they  have  no  inclination.  Thus, despite  a very 
rainy  sea  son, weekly  tournaments  and  games  of  all  sorts  were  undertaken  and 
completed .including  15  contests  with  other  camps.  Hiking  seems  to  be  regaining 
popularity . 

Weekly  Sunday  morning  services  continued  to  attract  most  of  the  men  on 
the  island  .and  the  response  from  men  who  do  not  normally  attend  church  in  the 
winter-time  continued  to  astound  observers.

Roehrig  for  their  large  parts  in  1958's  developments  at  camp  and  let  me  assure 
any  doubters  that  we  all  remain  friends, I hope, in  this  enterprise  which  is  so 
fraught  with  opportunity  for  re-creation  for  Christian  men  and  families  every-

Revised  report  of  the  1938  Season  — the  49th  season 
of  Men’s  Camp  and  the  6th  season  of  Family  Crmp 

Mr.  Foehrig,  Mr.  Adams,  Members  of  the  Sandy  Island  Committee: 

f The  hurricane  which  struck  New  England  this  fall  so  altered  the 
appearance  of  camp  and  changed  its  problems  that  the  1938  Report  is 

herewith  revised  end  its  recommendations  modified. 

1.  Organization 

The  hurricane  also  focused  attention  upon  the  organization  of 
the  camping  activities  of  the  Boston  YmCa  and  a division  of  respon- 
sibility and  concern  about  as  follows: 

1*  The  camp  director  is  virtually  a plant  manager  and  executive, 
'responsible  to  Vt.  Foehrig  as  director  of  all  the  camping  activ- 
ities of  the  Association. 

2.  The  camp  coi.p.ltteo  composed  of  an  equal  number  of  Sandy  la  lend- 
ers and  appointees  from  the  camping  board  is  an  advisory  end  con- 
sultive board  charged  with  executing,  through  Mr.  Foehrig  snd  the 
camp  director,  the  program  and  routine  affairs  of  the  camp,  plus 

a responsibility  for  maintaining  an  enthusiasm  among  its  campers. 

This  committee  has  a power  of  recommendation  only. 

3.  The  cam:; in.,  board  composed  cf  members  of  the  Association’s 
TToard  of  Trustees  is  the  responsible  agency  for  settlement  of 
problems  of  property  development  end  broad  policy,  acting  in 
conjunction  with,  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  from, 
and  througl;  x.  Foehrig  as  their  responsible  agent.  This  board 
may  recommend  major  capital  expenditures  In  relation  to  the  sev- 

> eral  camps.  It’s  recommendations  are  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  actual  appropriations  are  made  by  the  Trustees. 

I have  placed  this  statement  of  my  understanding  in  writing  not 
only  for  the  information  of  the  members  of  the  camp  committee  to  whom 
this  report  is  in  part  directed  and  to  get  ray  own  bearings,  but  prin- 
cipally to  explain  why  the  problems  raised  by  the  hurricane  have  not 
long  since  brought  the  committee  together  and  to  explain  why  some 
cuestions  of  property  development  do  not  enter  more  into  this  report. 

The  Camping  Board,  has,  be  it  known  for  the  sake  of  the  reoord, 
appropriated  a sum  of  *,7500  to  effect  the  rehabilitation  of  camp  and 
to  carry  on  the  building  program  in  accordance  with  the  comprehensive 
plan  of  development  approved  at  the  time  of  the  approval  of  the  new 
dining  hall.  This  sun;  is  to  be  used  principally  for  clearance  of  the 
500,000  feet  of  fallen  timber,  rehabilitation  of  grounds,  repair  of 
buildings,  erection  of  four  small  cabins  bet.veen  Uncas  and  the  director* s 
cottage,  rebuilding  of  the  boathouse  levelled  by  the  storm. 

II.  1938  Financial  Operations 

Final  recapitulation  reveals  that  again  Bandy  closed  "in  the  black" 
as  far  as  income  and  outgo  are  concerned,  receipts  being  close  upon  10,500 
expenditures  about  *9,800.  The  budget  for  1939,  to  be  adopted  on  the  basis 
of  operations  end  records  of  1938,  will  probably  show  a smaller  net  because 
of  expected  competition  from  the  New  Fork  World’s  Fair,  but  no  major  changes 
either  in  budgetary  allotments  or  in  rates  to  campers  are  contemplated.  The 
fixed  item  of  11000  charged  to  "supervision"  in  the  Boston  Office  still  both 
ers  me  a little  and  particularly  since  it  is  likely  in  1939  to  consume  a 


. larger  percent  of  car;  receipts  than  in  recent  years.  The  fairness  or 
otherwise  of  this  charge  is  an  accounting  problem  and  I would  welcome 
a cost  analysis  which  would  determine  the  formula  upon  which  any  figure 
is  to  be  charged  against  Sandy  Island  (now  arbitr  rily  the  ilOOO) . 

The  <9.700  expended  included,  ea  per  lan,  fifty  new  mattresses,  a 
new  front  dock,  certain  equipment  renewals,  roflnishing  nearly  all  the 
canoes,  six  new  row-boats. 

The  Building  Fund  of  contributions  fro^a  campers  towards  the  new  din- 
ing hall  has  been  a disappointment,  less  than  $500  having  been  contributed. 
The  feeling  against  appeals  for  funds  among  campers  for  this  building  is 
fairly  strong,  although  campers  seem  willing  to  contribute  small  amounts 
for  ecuipraent  they  can  individually  use.  Campers  were  strong  in  their 
statement  of  hopes  that  any  mid-winter  reunions  would  not  this  year  include 
appeals  for  funds.  A camper-originated  plan  for  securing  chairs  nd  tables 
for  the  new  dining  hail  has  already  raised  about  $200.00  and  I h ve  agreed 
to  push  this  during  the  winter. 

III.  Equipment  Needs  for  1939 

The  hurricane  raised  havoc  among  our  boats  and  canoes,  putting  many 
of  them  beyond  hope  of  repair.  Six  have  been  sent  to  be  reclaimed  and 
the  Sandy,  sunk  in  its  mooring  et  the  North  Dock  will  have  to  have  its 
hull  nd  sides  repaired.  It  is  quite  apparent  that  our  hopes  of  secur- 
ing a new  sailboat  of  a type  suitable  for  use  in  Ainnepesaukee* s shallow 
waters  at  a cost  of  about  ^200  ere  dim. 

At  present  the  camp  uses  the  automobiles  of  the  director  end  the 
associate  director  for  trips  to  the  bank  Mondays,  for  hiking  and  for 
emergencies.  My  hope  is  that  * beach-wagon  (now  ones  cost  about  850) 
c n be  oot&ineci,  and  such  an  automobile  would  often  save  much  wear  and 
tsar  on  the  camp  boat.  (The  camp  office  also  has  on  file  a detailed 
plen  for  a convertible  bus-truck  submitted  two  seasons  ego.) 

The  smashing  of  the  outocnrd  sea-sled  will  necessitate  its  replace- 
ment by  some  craft  and  my  personal  conviction  is  that  this  is  the  time 
to  discard  the  1923  Alto  motor  which  has  been  persistently  independable, 

A speedboat  of  the  type  used  by  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Commissioner  on 
the  Lake  and  to  be  seen  at  the  Sportsmen’s  Show  in  Boston  this  winter,  e 
serviceable,  broad-beamed  boat  designed  for  eight  persons  by  the  McBuff 
Machine  Corporation  of  Lake port  would  oe  desirable  at  a cost  of  $800.  Our 
uses  for  such  e craft  ere  as  follows:  (1)  to  taxi  (at  25  cents  per  person) 
campers  arriving  via  automobile  and  Dong  Island;  (£)  to  taxi  (at  25  cents 
and  50  cents  per  person)  small  hiking  groups  to  Lon,”  Islend  and  other  main- 
land points;  is)  for  emergency  in  case  of  accident;  (4)  to  give  campers 
speed-boat  rices  (at  camper  expense);  (5)  to  enable  half-day  trips  to 
Lakeport  and  Laconia  which  now  require  the  full  day  in  the  Sandy  and  with 
paying  passengers, 

IV.  1939  Promotion 

Competition  from  the  world’s  Fair  end  the  inestimable  losses  In  appear- 
ance end  beauty  at  the  Island  necessitates  a revised  promotional  plan  for 
1939.  Just  as  Messrs.  Racine,  Foley  and  Stevens  planned  the  plaster  model 
of  camp  end  engineered  its  showing  at  various  spots,  notably  the  North 
Station  (thre^  campers  signified  that  this  model  brought  them  to  cemp)  I 
think  we  must  again  devise  a unique  publicity  program  to  keep  attendance 
up  in  1939.  The  Family  Camp  period  needs  little  or  no  attention  beyond 
normal  concern,  but  Men’s  Camp  does.  A misunderstanding  on  camera  sizes 
resulted  In  our  failure  to  get  colored  films  as  per  plan  of  Men’s  Carap 
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and  this  filming  must  be  done  this  year,  i ly  hope  would  be  that  a sub-

V.  Attendance  Problems 

Of  Sandy's  414  campers  of  1938.  181  or  43.7$  were  YMCA  members,  leav- 
ing 56.3$’  non  members . 59  campers  (14.3%)  were  members  of  the  Boston  Assoc- 

iation, while  the  New  York  Y’s  accounted  for  83  campers  (£0.0%),  This  points 
to  three  things:  first,  the  camp  appeals  to  men  regardless  of  their  YMCA 
affiliation;  the  Boston  Y could  profitably  devote  more  ti$e  to  boosting  the 
camp  without  its  own  membership;  but,  in  spite  of  Boston  Y sponsorship, Sandy 
Island  is  designed  for  the  men  of  all  Associations. 

It  is  but  a sign  of  the  times  that  the  feeling  agfinrt  the  Jewish  camper 
is  mounting.  The  10%  rectal  quote  restriction  adopted  in  1937  was  temporar- 
ily removed  when  it  was  discovered  that  the  rainy  early  weeks  of  camp  were 
drawing  relatively  few  campers.  No  Jews  attended  Family  Camp,  but  49  (16.1$ 
of  men* 8 camp,  11.8%  of  the  season's  attendance)  Jews  did  attend  Men's  Camp 
in  1938.  I do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  individually  the  Jewish  camper  has 
almost  Invariably  shown  himself  superior  in  cooperativeness  and  recognition 
of  the  rights  of  others  to  the  average  "Christian"  we  are  attracting.  Col- 
lectively, however,  the  Jews  constitute  a problem  which  must  be  faced  scuarely 
if  the  camp  is  not  going  further  to  elienate  the  good  wishes  of  gentile  cam- 
pers. I recommend  that  beginning  in  1939  we  permit  as  campers  only  those 
Jews  who  have  previously  attended  camp  and  met  with  our  approval,  and  so  In- 
form the  Jewish  campers  by  t special  letter  addressed  to  them  and  bearing 
our  joint  approval  with  the  approval  of  one  or  two  of  our  outstanding  Jewish 
campers. 
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VI.  Program 

The  camp  program,  determined  each  week  at  Town  Meeting  by  the  campers 
with  the  guidance  of  the  staff,  continues  to  be  predominantly  athletic  but 
with  less  pressure  than  ever  upon  campers  to  participate  in  those  activities 
for  which  they  have  no  inclination.  Thus,  despite  a rainy  season,  weekly 
tournaments  and  games  of  all  sorts  were  undertaken  and  completed,  includ- 
ing 15  contests  with  other  camps.  Hiking  seems  to  be  regaining  popularity. 


Weekly  Sunday  services  in  the  chapel  continued  to  ettract  most  of  the 
men  in  camp  and  the  response  from  men  who  do  not  normally  attend  church  in 
the  winter-time  continued  to  astound  observers.  Guest  speakers  helped. 
Several  program  developments  deserve  notation  here  end  capitalization  next 
season: 

(1)  Discovery  that  with  the  scrap  lumber  from  building  operations  men 
were  interested  in  making  oil  kinds  of  thing, s in  the  tool  and  work  shed.

4)  Enthusiastic  interest,  especially  during  Family  Camp,  in  instruc- 
tional periods  in  swimming,  diving,  canoeing,  volley-ball  end  tennis.

LACONIA,  N.  H.,  Aug.  25— John 
\ . Ponte,  24,  of  766  Main  street, 
^Worcester,  Mass.,  and  a compan- 
ion, Harvey  Beach  of  Brookline, 
Maas.,  both  members  of  the  Boston 
C.  A.  camp  for  adults  on 
Candy  Island,  Lake  Winnipesau- 
kee, were  rescued  by  the  crew  of 
the  steamer  Mt.  Washington  yes- 
terday afternoon  when  a light  boat 
they  were  sailing  was  driven  into 
the  paddle  wheel  of  the  steamer 
and  demolished. 

The  sailboat  was  being  handled 
by  an  unidentified  party  of  two 
boys  and  tw0  girls,  when  Ponte 
and  Beach  rowed  out  freyn  camp 
to  assist  them  maneuver  the  craft 
in  a heavy  wind.  The  two  men  al- 
lowed the  sailing  party  to  row 
back  to  shore,  while  they  took  over 
the  sailboat.

You  havo  perhaps  road  or  hoard  indirectly  of  tho  Sandy 
sailboat’s  colliding  with  the  stoanor  Haunt  Y/ashington  in  tho  North- 
west storm  on  Lake  Winnepesaukco,  Y/ednosday,  August  24  th,  One  of  tho 
boys  involved  lias  made  statements  to  the  prose,  both  of  them  have 
apparently  3igned  a statement  roloasing  tho  llount  Y/ashingtan  from 
liability,  and  ono  of  thorn  has  written  a somewhat  eoloroc  roport  which 
ho  pro  sontod  to  Commissi  oner  Paul  H,  Blaisdoll  of  the  Hew  Hampsliiro 
Public  Service  Commission  who  with  Captain  Elackstone,  boat  inspector 
in  this  rogion,  visited  the  Island  August  25th  and  talked  with  llarvoy 
Beach,  ono  of  the  boys  involvod  in  tho  accident,  and  B,  L.  E,  Y/ilson, 
Aosociato  liroctor  of  the  comp*  A copy  of  Beach’s  voluntary  roport 
to  tho  ennoissioner  is  attached, 

I havo  talked  with  Harvey  Beach  and  John  Ponte,  ago 3 19 
and  24  respectively,  tho  two  young  non  involved  in  the  accident,  and 
naw  find  tho  facts  to  bo  those: 

On  August  24th,  a party  of  four  had  sailed  from  tho  front 
dock  of  camp  at  9:40  in  tho  morning  and  realizing  very  shortly  the 
stiffness  of  tho  brooso,  had  dropped  their  sails  of tor  having  shipped 
an  inch  of  wator  and  wore  rowing  back  to  the  dock.  They  deny  that  they 
woro  tho  loast  bit  in  danger  or  "distress"  and  certainly  not  in  nood  of 
rescuing,  Harvey  Beach  had  previously  announced  that  it  was  an  ideal 
day  for  sailing  so  tliat,  observing  they  were  not  going  to  use  the  sail- 
boat, he  wont  to  their  rescue, n It  appears  to  me,  thoroforo,  tliat  the 
n rescue"  wa3  purely  a figment  of  llarvoy *s  imagination.  This  judgment 
i s further  substantiated  by  Harvey’s  admission  before  two  of  the  four 
people  who  had  boon  in  tho  sailboat  that  ho  wanted  to  sail  out  to  the 
Broad. s a bit  and  further  by  his  having  tho  sail  up  at  the  tine  of  the 
accident , 


Harvey’s  contention  is  that  the  real  blow  cane  after  ho  and 
Join  Ponte  had  gotten  the  sailboat  which  further  raa  :os  the  idea  of  a 
previous  "roscuo”  absurd.  Beach  and  Ponte  had  some  trouble  in  fixing 
their  rudder  and  alt’ lough  they  could  liavo  kept  the  boat  coming  into  the 
dock  they  oither  sailed  or  allowed  it  to  drift  out  into  the  Broads,  Tho

the  attached  news  reports,  Tho  boys  hod  no  sooner  boon  dried  out  in 
tho  engine  room,  however,  boforo  the  captain  and  the  purser  called  them

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to  the  captain* s office  presenting  then  with  a manuscript  written  by  the 
purser  and  had  then  sign  this  paper  which  is  now  reported  in  the  press 
and  by  Commissioner  Elaisdcll  to  bo  a release.  Both  boys  say,  however, 
that  their  nervousness  made  their  signatures  very  shaky  and  neither  seems 
to  know  o::actly  what  thoy  did  sign. 

The  boys  returned  to  camp  at  3s 30  in  the  afternoon  giving  us 
our  first  notice  of  the  accident.  We  set  out  in  the  Sandy  and  spent  about 
two  hours  in  the  blow  looking  for  the  wreckage  of  the  sailboat.  V;e  found 
no  trace  of  it  and  havo  not  to  this  time  load  any  notice  that  any  one  else 

has. 


I regard  the  boys,  particularly  Boach,  as  liable  for  this 
comp  equipment.  Our  camp  traditions  specifically  stato  that  the  cost 
of  demagod  or  lost  equipment  is  to  bo  borao  by  the  campers  using  that 
equipment  at  the  time  the  damage  or  loss  occurred.  Ponte  lias  stated 
to  mo  Ills  willingness  to  sharo  tills  loss  with  Boach  although  my  personal 
feeling  is  that  Ponte  knowing  nothing  of  sailing  was  loss  responsible 
than  Beach  for  the  entire  episode. 

Wo  are,  of  course,  thankful  that  the  accident  did  not  result 
in  any  injury  to  the  boys  and  greatly  relieved  that  they  soon  at  present 
none  the  worso  for  their  experience. 

On  August  25th,  having  ascertained  the  law  as  to  the  rights 
of  sailing  vessels  (coo  Laws  of  Hew  Hampshire  and  Rules  Governing  Opera- 
tion and  Equipment  of  Boats,  Order  #3422,  Section  15)  I went  to  the  Y/oirs 
waiting  for  the  Mount  Washington  to  arrive  in  order  to  ask  Captain  Loandor 
Lavalloe,  the  boat*s  owner,  what  he  intended  to  do  about  the  sailboat  which 
ho  made  no  effort  to  rescue.  Captain  Lavalleo  disclaimed  all  responsibility 
and  aftor  considerable  consultation  informed  us  that  if  we  thought  we  had 
a case  wo  could  sue  but  that  if  wo  "crowded”  him  he  would  see  to  it  that 
we  were  deprived  of  the  use  of  his  wharves  for  landing  at  the  Weirs  or  else- 
where. 


Today,  August  26th,  Boach  has  telephoned  his  father  and  re- 
ported to  mo,  in  tho  presence  of  Hiss  Halvorson  and  Mrs.  Taylor,  that  his 
father  would  make  right  any  loss  to  the  camp.

Mr*  William  M*  Beach*  55  Monmouth  Street*  Brookline*  came 
In  to  see  me  today*  I called  the  Camp  Office  but  found  it 
was  dosed*  so  I talked  with  Mr*  Beach  and  he  related  the 
following*  His  son  Harvey  had  been  at  Sandy  most  all  summer* 
He  was  one  of  the  two  boys  who*  aocording  to  Mr*  Beach* 
volunteered  to  go  out  to  rescue  the  party  of  two  men  and  two 
girls  having  difficulty  in  a squall  on  Lake  Wlnnipesaukee* 
After  the  two  young  men  and  two  girls  were  placed  in  the 
boat  and  sent  to  the  Island  Harvey  and  Ponte  attempted  to 
bring  in  the  sail  boat*  They  were  run  into  by  the  George 
Washington  boat  and  the  sail  boat  was  lost*  Mr*  Beach  says 
that  Mr*  Taylor  is  putting  pressure  on  Harvey  and  Ponte  to 
pay  for  the  boat*  Mr*  Beach  does  not  believe  that  his  son 
should  have  to  meet  this  cost*  He  simply  wishes  to  register 
tl^at  opinion  with  us*  and  after  a pleasant  visit  he  left* 

From  Mr*  Beach’s  narrative*  it  la  my  opinion  that  the 
George  Washington  boat*  which  ran  into  these  two  boys*  is  the 
one  really  responsible  and  I would  think  that  they  would 
carry  Insurance  against  problems  of  that  kind*  While  It 
Isn’t  my  problem*  I would  certainly  feel  that  the  blame 
rested  more  on  the  steamboat  company  than  it  did  on  the  boys

Dear  Dr.  Richards: 

Thank  you  and  Mr.  Roehrig  for  a splendid 
day  on  Saturday  in  visiting  the  Sandy  Island  Camp 
on  Lake  Winnepesaukee.  Even  with  the  snow  on  the 
ground,  the  impression  that  I got  was  of  the  great 
benefits  that  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  offered  to  its  con- 
stituents. 


The  65-scre  island  is  beautifully  timbered 
with  both  evergreen  and  deciduous  trees  of  such 
size  that  it  ma.kes  one  feel  he  is  actually  in  the 
virgin  timberland  of  that  country,  snd,  together 
with  its  surroundings  of  many  miles  of  v/ater  with 
the  various  islands  spotted  through  it  and  with 
the  background  of  the  White  Mountains,  the  impres- 
sion I got  was  a very  strong  and  a very  delightful 
one.  The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  certainly  offering  to  its 
members  a great  field  of  outdoor  recreation  far 
enough  away  from  civilization  to  be  impressive  to 
anyone  who  goes  there.  It  offers  recreational  features 
such  as  boating,  fishing,  swimming,  camp  life  in 
the  woods,  baseball  and  other  similar  features. 

The  thing  that  impressed  me  more  than  anything  else 
was  the  bigness  of  the  surroundings  and  the  reaction 
that  the  people  visiting  there  must  get  in  coming 
from  a crowded  city  into  the  midst  of  this  charming 
wilderness . 

The  shock  that  I got,  however,  was  that 
with  the  impressiveness  of  nature's  surroundings 
snd  with  the  thought  that  many  people  csme  many  miles 
to  get  the  mental  and  physical  benefits  of  the  grest 
out-of-doors,  when  they  arrived  they  were  housed  in

Buildings  which  are  all  jammed  up  together  like  the 
thickly  settled  section  of  East  Boston  or  in  down 
town  New  York.  There  is  no  question  but  what  the 
benefits  derived  by  the  people  visiting  there  are 
tremendous , but  why  not  give  them  more  by  giving 
them  living  conditions  which  would  be  comparable 
to  what  one  would  expect  when  going  into  the  "North 
Woods"?  I cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  people 
visiting  this  camp  would  get  a much  finer  mental 
reaction  and  much  greater  peace  of  mind  and  body 
by  not  having  to  be  crowded  together  in  their  play 
and  rest  conditions.  It  seems  too  bad  that  the 
various  sleeping  houses  and  resting  houses  and 
eating  houses  are  all  jammed  up  together  as  they 
might  be  expected  to  be  if  there  were  only  two 
acres  of  land  instead  of  sixty-five  acres.  I 
believe  the  expense  of  rectifying  this  condition 
would  be  well  worth  the  expense  and  effort  to  the 
management  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  by  the  extra  benefits 
it  would  bestow  on  the  people  using  the  camp. 

The  main  recreation  building  is  of  good 
size,  it  is  well  proportioned  and  is  in  good  con- 
dition to  accommodate  the  visitors  as  a community 
hall.  Personally,  I would  like  to  see  the  dining 
room  torn  down  and  replaced  by  a building  of  sim- 
ilar lines  to  the  recreation  hall  but  placed  maybe 
100  or  150  feet  further  back  from  the  central  build- 
ing and  placed  from  200  to  300  feet  further  up  the 
island  to  the  left  as  you  face  the  buildings  from 
the  Lake.  Another  building  could  be  placed  in  a 
similar  position  to  the  right  as  you  face  the  build- 
ing from  the  Lake  and  could  be  used  for  various 
purposes  such  as  exhibition  halls,  craft  shops  and 
things  of  that  sort. 

It  seemed  to  me  that  the  tv/o  cabins  nearest 
the  boat  landing  are  in  good  locations  and  well 
apart  from  one  another  to  look  well  and  to  provide 
a certain  qmount  of  privacy.  I think  that  new  cabins 
could  be  built  to  advantage  in  groups  on  different 
parts  of  the  island,  and,  if  it  met  with  the  approval 
of  the  Board,  these  cabihs  would  house  only  a small 
number  of  people,  say  6 or  8,  or  even  only  4.  They 
could  be  placed  in  informal  groups  - perhaps  in  a 
circle  or  a semi-circle  - each  one  being  placed  at 
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a considerable  distance  from  the  other  and  perhaps 
have  one  of  the  cabins  used  as  a common  building 
for  the  people  of  that  group.  They  could  have  their 
own  bonfire  pit  in  the  middle  of  the  group,  and  I 
believe  that  under  such  conditions  the  amount  of 
mental  and  physical  rest  would  be  much  greater 
than  under  present  conditions.  Of  course  as  you 
well  know  there  are  all  sorts  of  people  - some 
like  a quiet  vacation  and  some  like  the  companion- 
ship of  crowds,  so  to  speak  - and  I think  that  if 
the  various  buildings  were  separated  and  placed 
in  different  parts  of  this  island  it  would  provide 
rest  and  recreation  for  the  various  types  of  people 
and  at  the  same  time  its  appearance  would  be  much 
more  natural  and  much  finer  than  it  is  at  present.

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The  Boston  Young  Men’s  Christian  Association  has 
set  patterns  for  the  Association  movement  in  America  in 
many  fields  of  Association  work. 

Thirty-nine  years  ago  on  Sandy  Island  in  Lake  v 
Winnepesaukee  it  laid  the  beginnings  of  the  first  camp  ever  / 
organized  for  young  men.  This  camp,  the  Sandy  Island  Men’s 
Camp,  is  known  among  Association  men  from  coast  to  coast. 

It  has  enrolled  through  these  years  large  groups 
of  young  men  from  Boston  and  vicinity  in  its  annual  camping 
party.  The  peak  enrollment  was  in  1929  when  over  550 
different  campers  primarily  between  the  ages  of  18  and  30 
years  were  at  Sandy.  During  the  depression  this  peak  was 
not  realized  but  last  year  some  395  different  persons 
enjoyed  an  average  of  nine  days  each  at  this  delightful 
summer  snot. 

The  Association  was  fortunate  in  having  secured 
this  attractive  island  back  in  the  days  when  the  islands 
of  Winnepesaukee  were  not  so  highly  prized  as  they  are  today. 
The  equipment  is  appropriate  and  effective  and  provides  in 
addition  to  comfortable  living,  eating  and  social  arrange- 
ments facilities  for  all  the  water  and  land  sports. 

In  recent  years  the  requirement  of  Association 
membership  for  attendance  has  been  done  away  with  and 
campers  come  to  Sandy  today  from  all  the  southern  New 
England  cities  and  from  the  New  York  City  region  as  well. 


Three  years  ago  two  weeks  on  the  island  were  set 
aside  for  family  groups.  A small  company  of  families  ranging 
from  recently  married  couples  to  families  including  two  or 
three  children  made  up  the  first  year’s  roster  in  this  family 
camp.  This  year  in  addition  to  families  a limited  number  of 
young  unmarried  men  and  women  will  be  admitted  to  the  Sandy 
family  camD  during  a three  week  period  from  August  15  to 
September  4. 

In  assembling  the  group  for  this  season  the  Boston 
Association  is  having  the  counsel  and  help  of  Boston  and 
Worcester  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  staff  members. 

Both  the  Young  Men's  Camp  (July  3 to  August  15)  and 
the  Family  Camp  (August  15  to  September  4)  will  enroll  capacity 
attendances  this  season. 

The  camping  program  of  the  Boston  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  includes,  ofL—couroe-,  three  camps  for  boys: 
one  on  Lake  Winnepesaukee , one  on  Monponsett  Pond  in  Plymouth 
County  and  one  on  Ponkapoag  Pond  in  the  Blue  Hills,  as  well  as 
a wide  variety  of  overnight  and  week-end  camps  and  four  summer 
clubs  or  stay-at-home  camps,  one  at  each  of  its  city  centers. 
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
